HE industry is watching its pennies these day, for a 

penny saved is a penny earned. This fact was empha- 
sized by a story I heard today of one company, whose ident- 
ity is obviously withheld, which saved $250 in a unique 
manner, This company had prepared an elaborate direct- 
mail advertising broadside, using corrugated cardboard. A 
sample package was weighed, and it was discovered that it 
just came within the 10-cent postage weight. The whole 
effort then was enveloped and held for the release date. 
When it came time to slip the shipment into the mail box, it 
was discovered that the cardboard had absorbed enough 


moisture to make the postage 12 cents instead of 10. This 
meant $250 additional postage. 
Was the broadside mailed as was? It was not. One 


smart chap thought of the steam room and the broadside 
was sent there to be dried out, then dropped into the mail 
before any moisture could accumulate.

FTER reporting the production meeting of the Society 

of Automotive Engineers, I feel well qualified to write 

a little story about the experimentations of the Graham- 
Paige engineers seeking to develop a spark plug which, while 
“hotter” in design, according to previously accepted theories, 
will eliminate pre-ignition troubles and reduce fouling to a 

| minimum. 

Perhaps I better not try to be technical. I'll just let the 
Graham engineers carry on and tell you that “these tests 
contradicted the accepted theory that the size, length and 
position of the insulator were the cause of pre-ignition, for, 
after running the plugs at top speed, it was found that the 
insulators were in no way damaged, even after pre-ignition 

' had begun.” 

“Further tests showed that by using a solid copper 
gasket and increasing the thickness in the ‘skirt’ so as to 
carry the heat away. then projecting the insulator further 
into the combustion chamber, an additional reduction in 
fouling characteristics resulted,” the engineers say. “The 
new “%z-inch plug has. been used in Graham engines for 100 
hours with wide-open throttle at 3,000 r. p. m. continuously, 
whereas a year ago it would have been absolutely necessary 
to use a ‘cooler’ plug than that used in production engines in 
a dynamometer of this kind, even for an hour or so.”

NE of the hardest things for the human mind to achieve 

is a sense of proportion. We are all of us prone to) 

judge events and happenings on false bases of comparison. | 

Our guess is that the present business depression has seemed | 

even worse than it was, or is, whichever tense you choose | 

to put it in, because of the comparison we draw with similar 
periods in the altogether abnormal year of 1929. 

Economists and financiers have warned us repeatedly 
that we must not judge 1930 by the standards of 1929, that 
1928, or even 1927, would be a far more accurate measuring 
stick. In spite of all warnings we continue, subconsciously 
perhaps, but actually, to judge the volume of production and 
sales with similar activities last year. This makes the pic- 
ture look infinitely worse than it actually is. No one would 
deny that there has been a business recession, but as the) 
Automotive Daily News has pointed out frequently, if the 
production of motor vehicles in 1930 had been more evenly 
distributed throughout the industry, there would have been | 
a fair amount of business for everybody. Actually, the 
lower priced cars obtained a disproportionate share of the| 
year’s business. 

Very shortly we shall get into the period when totals of 
automotive business by months will fall into direct compari- | 
son with those of similar periods last year. We shall prob-| 
ably see increases in production totals and sales aggregates. | 
It will then become apparent that we are already on the) 
upward curve. Our sense of proportion will get back upon | 
an even keel and the mere recognition of the fact that 
revival has set in, even though the rate of progress be slow, 
will serve to bolster confidence. What we need now is 
business courage, a fact brought out with admirable clearness 
by Ambassador Morrow in his campaign speeches in 
New Jersey. 


Collateral Value of Roads 


«6 A LTHOUGH on economic grounds all the billions that | 

we are paying out for hard surfaced roads in this} 
country are justified, the cost of bad roads to automobile 
owners being much greater than the cost of maintenance of 
good roads, neither the value of good roads nor the losses due 
to bad roads can be expressed in money. Like all other good 
things, hard surfaced roads have immense collateral value.” 
So spoke Secretary Hyde at the recent International Road | 
Congress in Washington. 











Every word of this is true, and it is a truth that needs 
to be more completely realized. The real contribution 
of a hard surfaced road to the general economic life of any 
district lies in the development that it brings. Offering the 
means of quick and easy transportation it brings settlers to 
the district it serves. 

To apply the contribution of good roads directly to our 
own business: A hard surfaced highway driven through any 
district brings settlers, whose first necessity is for motor 
transportation. The automobile dealer is more necessary to 
newcomers in a recently opened rural area than the butcher, | 
the baker or the grocer. They must have transportation to. 
reach any of the merchants vending the supplies that support 
human life. Every mile of hard surfaced highway built 
anywhere is creating business for the dealer in motor trans- 
portation. 

This is the reason why automotive dealers should be at | 
the forefront of the highway extension movement. Dealer | 
associations should be factors in promoting highway im- 
provement and building. To do them justice, automotive 
merchants and associations generally recognize their duties 
in this respect. But it would be fatal to allow ourselves to) 
lapse into a state of mind that considered the good roads 
work completed and the fight over.

truncated, detachable-head design, 
while in the detachable cylinder 
heads appear the Ricardo combus- 
tion chambers. The manifolds are 
of the blue flame type. 

The selective sliding gear, four- 
speed main transmission in each, is 
upplemented by a planetary two- 
speed auxiliary transmission; these 
give in combination a range of 
eight forward, two reverse speeds, 
with direct drive in the eighth. The 
design permits of removing the en- 
tire planetary system without dis- 
turbing the propeller shafts, the si- 
lent chain or sprockets. Gear ratios 
are ten to one. 

Double reduction axles are used; 
the first reduction through a pair 
of bevel gears, the second reduction 
through spur gears, which run in a 
bath of oil. Two and one-half inch 
axle shafts rotate through front and 
rear axles, each of which has a 
capacity of 17,000 pounds, and are 
interchangeable for right or left 
side of both axles. 

The new patented steering ar- 
rangement of the front axle makes 
for the greatest steering ease. The 
entire front axle load is carried on 
two large tapered roller bearings at 
each axle end. 

A roller mounted cam and lever

There are differences in the brake 
systems. On each there is a four- 
shoe Tru-Stop emergency brake 
mounted on the hug of upper trans- 
fer case sprocket. These brakes are 
drums sixteen inches in diameter. 
On the “Super-Five,” the service 
brake system is complete in the 
truck itself; it is the Bendix four- 
wheel brake system operating in 
connection with a BK booster. In 
the “Super-Seven,” consideration is 
given to the probability of linking 
in brakes on trailers; consequently, 
the service system is of the West- 
inghouse air type, operating on the 
rear wheels only. 

Both trucks ride on semi-elliptic 
alloy steel springs, 48 in. by 3'z in. 
forward and 52 in. by 4 in. rear; 
the “Super-Five” is mounted with 
heavy-duty balloons, 12.75 in. by 20 
in., singles front and rear; the 
“Super-Seven,” with pneumatics, 
44 in. by 10 in., singles front, duals 
rear.
